This is surely no Small part of the 
priceless inheritance left to us hy 
those, who have gone before I But, 
like every other legacy, this trea- 
sure needs careful guarding from 
, mismanagement and abuse. 

To reckon that we shall he accept. 
able or helpful from the mere fact 
that we are Salvationists, is a serious 
mistake; just as it is to argue that 
because we were able to help a 
broken heart last week, we shall of 
necessity be able to do the same to- 
day. 

Only as we are in actual toueh 
with the Lord, ready to be led how 
to act, and not depending on any 
set or formal ideas of our own, can 
we hope to be made a hlessing. 

We need to remember also^ that 
no heart is the same after a great 
sorrow as before it came. The ber- 
eavement has either brought God 
nearer and enlarged the heart, or it 
has hardened the soul and embitter- 
ed its outlook on life.- Our wort. 
therefore, is of infinite importance. 

Here are some suggestions I 
would offer, to those who perhaps 
have not as yet had much personal 
Sorrow themselves, but who are 
called to visit the brokenhearted 
in their affliction. . 

Ascertain; if possible, whether the 
mourner ts-willutg to see you, .-I be- 
lieve many people in their-excess of 
zea! fail here. Never force an en-. 
trance at such a time. as this. A few 
Words' of sympathy to the children 



referred a very sweet girl opened the 
door for me. 

"Y«t eome in r " she said, in answer 
to my inquiry, "I will fetch her 
down." 

"Oh, no," I said at once, "don't do 
that. Te[| her that I have been ask- 
ed to come, hut perhaps she would 
rather not see any one to-day. I am 
a strangcr f and shall quite under- 
stand if she would rather not see 
me." But she came down, in. terrible 
agitation, her- face bathed in tears. 

"1 am afraid i ought not to hive 
come to-day; you are not up to see- 
ing any one," I said as I led her to 
a chair. She had known of her 
son's death for some days, and had 
been wonderfully supported, I was- 
told. 

"f think you were sent to me," she 
said after a few moments, ''f have . 
just had a letter which has distressed , 
me vcry'much, and I was reading it 
when you enmc." Then she told me 
how some tactless acquaintance' had - 
written her most painful and un- 
necessary details of her son'sdeath. 

"These last nights," she said, "I 
have slept better than any time 
since he left for' France. 1 felt he 
was with Cod. But, Oh, do you think 
from this letter that he suffered 
much?" and she hegan to weep 
again. This brings me to my second 
hint. 

Be Careful 

When. visiting those who mourn ' 
do not dwell on details of their loss, ' 
or harrow their feelings by giving 
particulars which can serve no good 
purpose. Lead them to look up, not " 
down. The writer of the letter. re-" 
ferred to above, who told what she' ' 
had heard from one of this voting^ 
man's mates, never dreamed thatshe" 
was opening the wound afresh, or 
dropping added bitterness into the-' 
cup of sorrow. . 

Therefore, while you listen to what,, 
mourners wish to tell you, ask no ; 
questions out of .mere euriosity," and, 
he very careful and guarded in what 
you say.

Have Patience

MAINTAINED FINEST 
TRADITIONS 

THE steadiness and discipline, of 
British troops in an emergency 
has often heeu proved: one notable 
incident, that of the sinking of the. 
Birkenhead in 1852, serving as an 
illustration for many a talk to boys. - 
In the present war incidents rival" 
ling .that of the Birkenhead are 
multiplying. 

The torpedoing of the transport 
"Ballaratr" which forms the subject 
of our illustration this week, shows 
that the hoys from Australia have 
maintained the finest traditions of 
the British Army. The "Ballarat" 
was homeward-bound wi'ih a large 
number of troops of the .Australian 
Imperial-Forces, and was thirty-five 
miles from the nearest land -when 
sfic was. torpedoed and sunk. 

'The men lined up as if on par- 
ade," said Corporal Herbert Row- 
lands - of Tasmania, "except that 
there would net have been Such fun 
on parade.

him to he bom. Flies brccd'uaually 
in l>arnyard manure, heaps, and if 
these are properly sterilised, the 
birth of the fly will "be rendered im- 
possible. 

It becomes very, important, of 
bourse, to choose -4 sterilizing sub- 
stance that will not destroy or in- 
jure Ihc value, of the- fertilizer. Ex- 
periments under the auspices of the 
.United. States Department of Agrl- 
cullurc s ho. v that it is possible to 
mcreasc its, fertilizing powers white 
totally ruining its value to our 
enemy for breeding purposes. The 
Substances recommended by the 
Department are the common ferti- 
lizer ingredients calcium cyanimid, 
acid pbosphate,.and kainite. Says a 
recent press bulletin issued by the 
Department: — 

"The valuable feature of the dis- 
covery is. that by the new treat- 
ment the" fertilizing 1 value is increas- 
ed at the same time that the menace 
to health is lessened. Under treat- 
ments for preventing fly-breeding 
herslofore in use, the . fertilizing 
.value of tlie substance has heen de- 
creased or not affected, 

"The fertilizer ingredient indicat* 
ed by. the experiments to he most 
effective is calcium- cyanimid, a 
compound* in which nitrogen from 
the air is fixed by electricity. The 
investi(jattans showed the values 
however, of adding other ingre- 
dients to balance properly the chem- 
ical effects and to prevent waste of 
fertilizing elements. Acid phosphate 

'was found to he ; the supplemental 
ingredient most, needed, but a still 
better, fertiliser, was obtain, when 

'kainite. was uicd: also. , The three 
subs tan c«a, t. cyanimid,. acidr phos- 
phate, and: kainite,, give a, fertilizer 



lime. 

"As a result of the experiments, 
the Department's, specialists advo- 
cate the use. of mixtures of one 
pound of cyanimid and two to four 
pounds of acid phosphate per four 
square feet of surface exposed, 
v/hen the manure is in bo^es or pits. 
When in open piles the rate of 
application should be four pounds 
of cyanimid and four Or more 
pounds of acid phosphate per eight 
tfBshels. To be sure of retaining all 
the fertilizing elements, more than 
four pounds of acid phosphate are 
recommended. When kainite is 
used it may replace a portion of 
phosphate.'* 

Earlier experiments made by the 
Department show that both borax 
and hellebore are effective, (jut that 
borax, may lessen the value of the 
"fertilizer, while the hellebore neither 
lessens nor increases this value. In 



tbe new treatment with fertllizcrjn- 
grcdients not only U the value 
increased, but also toe waste of cer- 
tain valuable elements, usually lost, 
is prevented^ To quote again: — - 

"In their most recent experiments 
the Department's specialists tried 
numerous other substances, includ- 
ing sulphur and various plant infu- 
sions'. From none of fhese. how- 
ever, were the results as satisfactory 
as those obtained with the use of 
borax, hellebore, and the fertilizer 
mixtures."
